The lines ure much more distinetly drawn
between what are known as the Cox men
and the Daugherty men. TwWo Yyears sgo
ox-Hopresentative Harry M. Daugherty was
defented for the gubernatorial nomination
by Governor Nash. In that contest Cox
threw his whole strength to Nash, as he |s
now dolng tor Price, McKinnon was a
Davgherty man then and a leader in the
Iast leglelature, which was controlled in lis
organization by the Daugherty men.

Hadly Tangled,

(ox, who was then supporting Price for
spedkor, says he was pledged to him before
the present complicutions arose. While
Cox |8 friendly with both senators, Daugh-
erty 18 nn avowed opponent of both, and
the local feature of the contest Is the faot
that Hanna and Daugherty are for the
same man for speaker. The entanglement
goes Ktill further with some In talking
sbout Foraker and Cox being for the same
man for speaker. And the crossing of
wires extends to ex-Governor Foster, ex-
fiovernor  Bushnell, ex-State Chalrman
Kurtz and others, who are now co-operat-
jog with those from whom they are sald to
bave been cstranged In Iate years.

Ignoring the Daugherty element entirely,
Dox enedavored originally to have an agreo-
ment among the leaders and found no op-

position to Price for speaker. After Cox
bad committeed himself, he says the Hanna
men sald Price would not do, Referring

to his original canvassing and the present
complications, Cox snld he found Senator
Forsker at first friendly to McKinnon, al-
though not pledged, und Senator Hannm
fuvorable to Price, and at the time that he
committed himself both of the senators ap-
proved of Price for speaker. Mr. Cox in-
pists that the present entanglements are
temporary only and will have no bearing
on future politics in the atate,

the congressmen here in these final con-

Congresaman Dick today renewed the
fight In the senate tor W. E. Uhl of Cleye-
snd for chiof clerk snd s working for
other places in the senate, although the
contests in the senate and for minor places
fn the house are almost lost In the efforts
to name the speakoer.

Sopators Foraker and Hanpa hoth re-
main continuously in touch by long-distance
telephones wih thelr friends here, While
Foraker will have no, opposition for the
republican nomination for senator, the
aames of Hon, Charlex W, Baker of Cin-
cinnatl and Judge A, W. Patrick of New
Philudelphia will both be presented for the
democratie nomination for senator, with
the odds Lo favor of Daker,

Some of ghe contferenves lasted L after
midnight, when It was found that a strong
tide had set in during the uight for Me-
Kinnon, whose managers clnlmed forty of
the sixty-eight votes.

Aznual Assessment.

DEADWOOD, 8 D, Jan, 3.—(Speclal.)—
A body of free-milling ore has hesn dise
covered on the ground of the Garden City
Mining company, tnear Garden Clty, while
the annual assessment work was being done,
1t s believed to be on & continuation of the
Houmestake ore belt, as It Is sltuated only
two or three miles porth of the Homeslako
company and on a line with the trend of
the Homestake ledges. The ore found at
Garden City shows good values, The ex-
tent of the body has not been determined,
although the company hias run Into It sev-
eral fect. It has been known for some time
thut free-milling ore existed In the region.
The quartzite ores occaslonally show [ree
gold by pan test, and the Garden Cily com-
pany has been directing 1's work with a
view to determining how extensive |t Is and
its general character.

The Garden City district contalns a large
amount of low grade ore, and since cyanide
has mude It possible to mlill so many of
these ores minlng men are becoming more
active |n the development of their proper-
ties,. One of the frst chlorination plants
in the Black Hille was bullt at Garden City
8 number of years ago. It was operated
for w short period, but the process was
imperfect at that time ansd It was found
that a large part of the values escaped.
Subsequently the plant was slightly altered
and experiments were made with cyanlde
on ore from nearby claims by Curtis Al-
exander, a chomist from Kansas City. His
tests demonstrated that the ores could be
treated at & profit by handling them on &
large scale, but it was not possible to do
this with the old plant. During the Iast
elght months the talllngs of the old chlorl-
nation mill have been worked over. Soren
Jensen bullt & number of tanks and shov-
eled In the tallings, turning on cyanide.
An ro crushing was required, and it was
not necessary to expend money except for
iabor, {t proved a profithle venture and sev-
eral thousand dollars was netted in a fow
months’ work. The dust of the old plant
and even the timbers about the mill con-
talned good values, The latter were burned
and everything wams subjected to cyanide,

States Senator Robert J. Gamble enjoined
his law partner, C. H. Dillon, from entering
the offices of the firm or receiving any of
its mail, has been read out In the eircuit
court in this city. The case began the
day after Christmas, Judge Bartlett Tripp,
Dillon's futher-in-law, argulng to dissolve
the motlen, French & Orvis, attorneys for
the prosecution, asked for more time and
the case was continued until Saturday,
when It was argued. Tha court has re-
turned & decision, dissolving the Injunction.
Senntor Gamble's new law partners, Messrs,
Robert Tripp and John Holman, have
moved into the old firm's offices, and as the
{njunction Is dissolved, nothing prevents
Dillon taking possession of them agaln
himself, in the Interest of the old firm, so
further complications may be looked for.
Another phass of the question will come up
at the spring term of court, the settlement
of the old partnership, which Gamble has
askedq for. In his pnawer to this part of the
casa Dillon alleges that even during the
time Gamble was not engaged In his public
duties at Washington he devoted less than
one-fifth of his time to the affairs of the
law office, whereas he was |n duty hound
to devote all his time to It, and because
he did not do so, the business suffered
in a greater or less degree.

RAISES SUGAR CANE FOR FEED

fouth Dakota Farmer Finds It Ex-
eellent Winter Fodder for
COnttle and Sheep.

SI0UX FALLS, 8. D., Jan. 8.—{(8peclal.)
—L. H. Willrodt, a progressive Brule
county farmer, has been experimenting the
past year with sugarcane as a product for
winter feed for cattle and sheep, He re-
ports that he harvested about Afly tons from
ten acres, and that his cattle, sheep und
hogs were very fond of it, consuming the
entire stalk, even though ouly an inch In
diameter. He says his experiment proves
to him that the coarse feed problem for
lyestock s solved for South Dakota. He
planted the cane in drills, two rows about
elght inchea apart, and then a space of
about two feet, and then two more rows
were drilled. In this way It can be culti-
vated and the grass kept down and pre-
vented from drawing all the molsture out
of the ground.
